BY MUSCOVITES ON

Washington, Oct. 13.—Colonel Goel- 
Jewsgy, Russian military attache’ in 
Washington, issued last night the fol- 
lowing statement, based on a cable- 
gram from his government, 

“A successful engagement took place 
between the advanced squadrons of 
our strategic cavalry and the enemy's 
scouts, The Germans were cut down, 
the remainder being driven back, leav- 
ing in our hands many prisoners. His 
highness Prince Constantinovitch (son 
of the Grand Duke Constantine) was 
leading a charge and was the first to 
reach the enemy. His highness was 
shot through the leg, but the wound 
is not serious. 

“On the east Prussian front there 
are no important changes. The Ger- 
mans are trying to make a stand on 
the frontier line, using the network of 
(frontier railways for constant shifting 
of troops along this front. 

“On the left bank of the Vistula on 
October 10, fighting took place between 
the advance guards on both sides. 

“In Galicia the Austrians are ad- 
vancing In several directions. In spite 
of the extremely cautious charactey of 
the advance of their cavalry near fay. 
ornok the Russians succeeded in bring- 


ing an Austrian column in marching 
order under cross fire, and throwing 


the main part of it into confusion and 
rout.”

FIGHT ON FRONTIER 
OBSTINATE AS EVER 


Between Ivangorod and San- 
domir Artillery Combats 
Still Proceed, 


London, Oct. 12.—A despatch to the 
Reuter Telegram company from Vetro- 
grad gives the following official state- 
ment: 

“The last of the German soldiers has 
evacuated Suwalki (a government of 
Russian Poland) carrying off the valu- 
ables they had taken as loot. They 
did not have time to force the pay- 
ment of a war levy of fifty thousand 
which had been imposed. 

‘It fs estimated that the Germans 
lost sixty thousand men in the battle 
of Augcustowo.”" 

The following communication under 
date of October 9 has been made public 
by the Russian general staff: 

“The combat on the east Prussian 
frontier continues with the same ob- 
stinacy. The German troops are retir- 
ing from Lyck and are blowing up the 
bridges behind them. 

“In several passes between Ivan- 
gorod and Sandomir artillery battles 
are occurring with the enemy, which 
is approaching the Vistula,”

\ Story of Siege 


of Antwerp Told in Diary 


British Reinforcements Put up Great Fight But Germans Had 
Too Great Advantage Before Their Arrival—Position 
From First Seemed Hopeless. 


London, Oct. 12. (5:20 
story of the siege of Antwerp, told in 
the form of a diary which chronicles 
the events even taking place betwoen 
October 2 and October 10, has been 
sent to the morning Post by its ant- 
werp correspondent. The diary follows: 

“Oct. 2—The position seemed practi- 
cally hopeless—the southern section of 
the fort having been subdued and the 
Belgian field artillery being unable to 
stand out against the heavier guna of 
het Germans—and the surrender of 
the city on Sunday, October 3, seemed 
likely until this evening when news 
came that’ the British help was ar- 
riving. So great was the power of 
the British mame that the spirits at 
once rose, both among the populace and 
the soldiers 

“Oct. 8—A ave of alwmost fanatical 
confidence runs over the city, Prepar- 
ations for the departure of the govern- 
ment have been suspendec and the 
word has been passed that the situa- 
tion is saved. The king and queen are 
still in the city. 

“Oct. 4—The cheerfulness continues. 
The churches were crowded all day. 
There is a lull in the German attack. 
The first British forces actually to ar- 
tive were sent at once to the trenches 
in the hottest corner of the defence 
positions at Lierre. Very tough fight- 
evs are these first of the British forces. 
Their Sundéy night's work was one of 
the bright incidents of the siege. They 
held the trenches under a galling artil- 
lery fire which was so well directed as 
to be proof that sples within Antwerp 
had given to the Germans the postition, 
When the Germans once ventured out 
into the open we mowed them down, 
Scarcely one of them got back safely. 
The map shows that the German at- 
tack necessarily must have been cen- 
tered at Lierre because this route was 
the one offering the least resistance to 
the udvance of the big guns There- 
fore one real Issue of the battle was to 
hold the Nethe river.

“Oct, 5—All day Monday the Nethe
